Since’ our Inst report on ‘hie igth |] 


March pers.s. “ Alipore” our yarn 
market, during the whole interval, 
remained very dull and drooping; 
due to the absence of demand from 
the consuming districts in conse 
quence of pirating aad brigandage. 
This bas increased: on a’ serious 
scale and has puta great hindrance 
oa river traffic with those places ! 
hence prices haye declined from $5 
to $10 per bale, and Chinese holders 
are trying to part with their stocks 
inthe local market at these reduced 
rates. 

For over three months, thé ‘rates 
of yarn tn India have ‘tofitinued 
very high, so foreign holders held 
to their stocks-owiag to the unfav~ 
ourable rates in our market. But 
recent "news of a heavy drop in 
India has made «them ‘offer their 
Moldings at present redticed prices, 
resulting in sales of about 5,000 
Bales, These transactions were 
mainly in a few -sclected chops 
of 10s, and ' 12s. yarn’ for 
Yunnan market, while ordinary 
and low grades are entircly 
neglected, even at cheap rates. At 


the close the tone of our market i is 


quiet and weak,: 

Vnsold stock 17,000 bales; bar- 
gains in Chinese lands 7,000 bales, 
arrivals from Bombay 7,000.bales. 

Shanghai—Much_ activity has. 
"been displayed by Chinese dealers 
in making substantial purchases 
and local mills are reported to have 
done fairly large business in 
Shanghai yarn at slightly improved 
tates, 

Japanese Yarn ~The heavy falt 
in prices of thisyara, has. tempted 
buyers to fill up their immediate 
reauirements, and about 2,500 bales 
have changed hands duriag the 
interval.
